Washington, May 6.—One of the 
objections brought forward. against 
America’s entry into the league of 
nations, and renewed now as a reason 
why America should not join the court 
whose judges were chosen by the 
league of nations, is that in the league, 
as it is expressed by those who use 
the argument, “Great Britain has six 
votes to America’s one.” ‘This was

Again, in Harding’s 
speech about the internationa) court, 
he recalled this objection, treated it 
as if it were serious, but said that 
for the purposes of the court he would 
be willing to waive it.

About this argument, certain facts 
can be set down, which have at least. 
the merit of an historical narrative o 
how the relative numbers “6 to 1” 
arose, and also point to some sur- 
mises which the reader may or may 
not accept as to how the discrepancy 
would work out in actual practice. 

Historically Inaccurate, 

This argument is commonly put for- 
ward as if it were some kind of trick 
on the part of Great Britain by 


which she would be enabled to have‘. 


Six times as much power in the 
league as America. Historically this 
is inaccurate. When the Paris peace 
conference was in session it was tak- 
en for granted that Great Britain, 
like every other nation, would have 
one vote in the league. 
were in Paris at the conference cer- 
tain representatives of the British do- 
minions, men like Hughes of Austra- 
lia, who were exceptionally jealous 
for the prerogatives of their domin- 
ions, and insisted upon assertion of 
their rights. Men like Hughes said, 
in effect, “If Australia was good 
enough to help win the war, she is 
good enough to have a voice in the 
league.’ The argument sou ydesl 
plausible. It was repeated with equal 
force for Canada, for India and for 
South Africa, 

Now the fact is that Great Britain 
herself did not want to defer on this 
point. But she was obliged to. Aus- 
tralia had fought valiantly in the 
war, and, therefore, Australia was en- 
titled to a seat at the Paris peace 
conference. Therefore, also, Australia 
was entitled to a seat of its own in 
the league of nations.

SERIOUS SITUATION 
CREATED BY INCIDENT 


Split Between Republics 
May Result — Demands 
to Be Made for Safe- 
guarding U. S. Citizens. 


Pekin, May 6.—Swooping down 
upon China’s fastest express train 


-after it had been wrecked, and piled 


in a ditch, Chinese bandits kidnapped 
three hundred passengers, including 
several Americans, Sunday and  es- 
caped in the wild and desolate coun- 
try in the vicinity of Lin Cheng. 

Robert P. Scripps, one of the fore- 
most American publishers, and Mrs, 
Scripps were passengers on the train, 
There are also believed to have been 
accompanied by a party including N, 
D. Cochran, editor emeritus of the 
Toledo News-Bee, and his daughter, 
Dorothy, and Miss Margaret Culbert- 
son, of San Diego, a cousin of Mrs, 
Scripps. 

Upwards of a thousand bandits at- 
tacked the train. They had first” 
torn up the rails for considerable dis- 
tance, and then dug a ditch inte 
which the engine plunged when it 
left the track, piling the cars in after 
it. In the midst of the confusion 
that followed the wreck the bandits 
poured out from their hiding places, 
surrounded the defenseless passen- 
gers, and as rapidly as they were 
overcome, made off with them. 

One Foreigner Killed. 

One foreigner was killed, according 
to information reaching the minister 
of communications, but whether there 
was resistance ‘to the bandits, or the 


! passenger met death in the wreck, is 


not yet known, 

The train was enroute from Pukow 
to Tien Tsin when attacked. Latest 
reports were that six foreigners and 
-d Chinese passengers escaped, but 
all others on the train were appar- 
ently capturedeby the bandits and care 
ried away. 

Twenty-eight foreigners, both men 
and women, were still held as hostages 
by the bandits up to a late hour 
Sunday. Many Chinese were also 
held. Ten passengers from the train 
escaped and are reported as proceed- 
ing to Tien Tsin. Indications are, 
however, that Robert Scripps is not 
among those who escaped as he has 
not communicated with the United. 
News correspondent. He notified the 
United News office of his departure 
from Shanghai and would undoubtede * 
ly have communicated with the office 
at the first opportunity upon escaping 
from the bandits. 

Troops Being Sent. 

The government is sending troops 
the scene of the wreck and kidnap- 
ing, but a difficult task is abead of 
the soldiers, ‘in running down the 
bandits. ‘They have probably taken 
to the mountains, dragging their pris- 
oners with them, 

The fact that the bandits have 
made no demands for ransom to 
date is puzzling government and dip- 
lomatic authorities here. 

The foreign legations are awaiting 
further details, and especially the ar- 
rival of those who escaped from the 


bandits before opening negotiations 
with the government for the release of 
citizens of their respective countries, 
Meantime the foreign relations of the 
government, already in a delicate 
state, are now even more embarrass- 
ing.

Aft- 
er two years’ experience with the dif- 
ficulties of enforcement, Harding has 
| no illusion about the task. He has 
recently said that it would be’ twen-

As “Heaven City” 


Founder of Life Institute 
' Plans Utopian Home for 
Members of Cult. 


‘founder ef the Life institute and lead- 
er of a so-called “love cult,” is found- 
ing a community to be known as 
“Heayen City,” to be designed along 
the plans of Paradise itself, a local- 
ity with which Moore claims to be 
well acquainted. 

Heaven City is located on the out- 
skirts of Hartland, Il., where Moore 
has purchased 130 acres of land. 

“Twenty-eight brothers and sisters 
are already in Heaven City,’ Moore 
announced, “They have 16 cows and 
are learning how to milk them. We 
hope to have 300 persous there by the 
end of the year.” ; 

Moore has drafted his plans with 
Mrs. William Talcott, whose husband 
committed suicide because of her ad- 
diction to the cult. When Moore was 
arrested for an alleged attempt to de- 
fraud the wife of Justice James Hen- 
ry Cartwright, of the Illinois su- 
preme court, who claimed she had 
given the cult leader $2,900 when he 
claimed he could heal the sick and 
raise the dead, Mrs, Talcott pledged 
her late husband’s home for bail. 
Moore was convicted and sentenced to 
three months, but won his freedom on 
an appeal. 

There will be no banks, no hospi- 
tals, no physicians and no money in 
fleaven City, according to Moore. No 
one will be allowed a penny for 
pocket money because there will be 
rothing to spend it on. Members of 
the colony will be housed rent free, 
fed at a community table out of a 
community kitchen, bathed in com- 
munity baths, warmed by a central 
heating plant, given perpetual passes 
to the community theater, have their 
clothing washed at the community 
laundry and clothed out of the com- 
munity store.

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STATING THE FACTS! 

In an address before the American 
Society of International Law, in 
Washington, Elihu Root, who is re- 
garded as the best authority on all 
international matters in America, 
pointed out and answered most con- 
vincingly the fallacious statements 
of Senator Borah and other irrecon- 
cilables, that ‘the sole source of ex- 
istence and the sole power of main- 
tenance of the international court 
of justice is the league of nations.” 

“The only obligation we assume is 
to pay a sum of money toward the 
support of the court, the amount to 
be determined by our own congress, 
The only right which we acquire is to 
have a voice in the selection of judges. 
We may or may not choose to litigate 
befom® the court. If we do choose to 
litigate we establish no relations to 
any one except the perfectly definite 
and weii understood relations of a liti- 
gant in court.” 

The facts are, and Mr. Root made 
them quite plain, the court orig- 
inated in the proposal of the United 
States to the first Hague 
ence of 1899. Every feature except 
the method of electing judges was 
then worked out and accepted. The 
project did not develop because the 
smaller nations wanted each govern- 
ment to have a voice in the selec- 
tion, which was thoroughly undemo- 
cratic, whereas the larger nations 
wanted the number of votes pro- 
portioned to the population. This 
was America’s attitude, the only 
thoroughly representative one even 
in state affairs, and at the time the 
position of the American delegates 
was universally indorsed in_ this 
' country. 

Under the treaty of Versailles 
new life was injected into a project

Editor Constitution: There are

“Georgians, Incorporated” will 
meet in Macon Tuesday to perfect 
permanent organization and to out- 
line a workable plan for bringing fo 
Georgia new industries in keeping 
with the opportunities offered by this 
state—and these natural opportuni- 
ties are as great and as inviting as 
those of any state of the southeast, 
or of the entire cotton belt. 

The first proposition should be 
that of changing the name. ‘“Geor- 
gians, Incorporated” sounds as chilly 
as an iceberg, with about as much 
warmth of appeal to it as a French 
bastile, 

The proposition of organizing the 
people of Georgia into a non-political, 
non-sectional, unselfish association 
with the unhampered and unrestrict- 
ed purpose of going systematically 
and intelligently after outside capital 
for industrial development inside the 
state, and for co-ordinating with civic 
and commercial organizations in the 
various cities and towns to that end, 
is too laudable to admit of argument. 
It challenges the support of every up- 
standing citizen of the state. 

The inauguration of “Georgians, 
Incorporated,” growing out of a con- 
ference of the mayors of towns and 
cities, bankers; industrial heads, edi- 
tors and others from those sections 
of north Georgia contiguous to the 
hydro-electric transmission lines of 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, was absolutely of an unselfish 
nature. ‘The fact that the Power 
company met the expenses of the ban- 
quet, at which three hundred or more 
North Georgia citizens gathered to 
discuss the advisability of making a 
bid for more industry in the state, 
may have been selfish to the extent 
that, seeing the opportunities ahead, 
this company had gone into the east 
and brought into Georgia several mil- 
lions of additional development money 
with which to double its present puw- 
er capacity, and the sale of that addi- 
tional power will depend upon new or 
enlarged industry; and conversely, 
more North Georgia industry will de- 
pend upon that power. 

But, as far as having any especial 
axe to grind except that of legitimate 
expansion of business, and a most 
commendable interest in the progress 
and welfare of °Georgia, I know that 


neither the Georgia Railway and 
Power company nor any individual 
who has been associated with the 


work of launching this great state- 
wide movement for greater industrial 
development, have had any special in- 
terest to promote, or any special 
privileges to plan, or any other move- 
ments in Georgia to embarrass or any 
;current of thought in Georgia to ar- 


‘i rest, or any channel of activity in 


‘Georgia to divert—anything in mind, 
indeed, except that of putting Geor- 
gia into a procession of industrial 
progress, from which she has most 
lamentably fallen. 

Now that is why the movement, 
“Georgians, Incorporated,” has swept 
the state from the mountains to the 
sea—and it is why it is destined to 
become a great factor in quickening 
Georgians to the possibilities and op- 


portunities offered by latent resources, 
o . * o 


here and there, to be sure. 

They are always with us, and will 
be so long as demagoguery appeals to 
ignorance, and feeds upon prejudice, 

But they have been few—fewer 
than I have ever known before in any 
state-wide activity of such youthful 
vigor.

hey must yield to the force of 
right. and duty—to the untrepid un- 
yielding appeal of understanding. 

I have no censure for a critic who 
does not understand, 

It is criticism that develops under- 
standing. 

The man who is despicable is he 
who knows the truth but purposely 
and selfishly denies it in order to 
build a personal following based upon 
the passions and prejudices of ignor- 
ance. 

It has been said by these one or two 
critics that this movement has been 
begun to check the activities of the 
Municipal League. 

That is false. 

Some of the most active men asso- 
ciated with “Georgians, Incorporated’” 
are strong and powerful proponents 
of municipal ownership of lighting 
and power plants. 

There are conditions under which I 
fgvor it, although I think the gen- 
eral proposition of government cwn- 
ership of utilities is as radical as 
that for fiat money. 

The government's operation of the 
railroads for three years resulting in 
a tax burden upon the American peo- 
ple that we and our children and our 
grandchildren will not be able to dis- 
charge, ought to be an object lesson 
in that respect. 

However, I am far adrift from the 
subject. 

Getting back to base— 

There have been one or two criti- 
cisms among the state press that 
“Georgians, Incorporated” was in- 
augurated to promote the political 
aspirations of a few men. 

That is too ridiculous to notice. 

Governur-elect Walker has _ been 
very active in its organization plans. 
He is just going into office; and no 
right-thinking man is going to charge 
him with any. selfishness in the 
premises. 

Hal M. Stanley, who is temporary 
president, is secretary of commerce 
and labor and will shortly begin an- 
other term to which he was elected 
without opposition; and thus it is all 
along the line. 

This brings me, however, to the 
real thought I want to impress in 
this discussion. 

And this is the power of psychol- 
ogy in any great undertaking. 

This movement ought to have a 
name that is more inspiring and tess 
repelling than its present name, 

And it #uld not have actually 
associated with its permanent execu- 
tive management any office bolder, 
office cad gectieieail politician, 


newspaper rseon 
directly or 


any 
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any pewer company, real estate 
agency or any other agency or activity 
that could possibly hope to profit or 
-to benefit to any especial degree 
through what must be always unself- 
ish and unsectional activities. 

It should have behind it the un- 
divided support of every newspaper, 
every civic and commercial club, every 
municipality, every farm and labor or- 
ganization, every manufacturer, bank- 
er, merchant, farmer, lawyer, doctor, 
preacher, teacher — everybody—men 
and women—who love Georgia! 

I want to make myself clear on 
this point so that there may be no 
misunderstanding. 

Hal M. Stanley is the present tem- 
porary president. He has acted ear- 
nestly and industriously and wisely; 
and no man could have done the job 
better, if as well. He would make 
the finest executive officer of an asso- 
ciation of this kind that I know of. 

My suggestion, therefore, must not 
be construed as directed at Hal Stan- 
ley. 

I don’t suppose he could ever be in- 
duced to accept the permanent presi- 
dency on account of his ardous duties 
as commissioner of commerce and 
labor. 

I simply mean what I say—that no 
office holder, who goes before the peo- 
ple every two years; or politician, or 
real estate man; or power company 
official or employee; or editor, whose 
interests must be more or less sec- 
tional; or others of close association 
with special or sectional interests 
should be charged with the manage- 
ment of such an association. 

It’s merely a recognition of the pow- 
er of psychology in a great, unselfish

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Now here is a thought that ought 
to be given consideration: 

Efforts to greater and improved ag- 
ricultural and industrial develop- 
ments in this state ought to go co- 
ordinately hand in hand. 


This is particularly true at this 
time when it is necessary for a com- 
plete readjustment of agricultural ac- 
tivities due to the boll weevil, and to 
the necessity for diversifying, co-op- 
erative market developing, ete. 

It was this co-ordination that gave 
North Carolina her great lead in all 
of the things that lead to a state's 
material welfare and progress, 

Co-ordinated with both of these 
must be proper legislation to encour- 
age development, such as a_ perma- 
nent tax system, a restriction upon 
county tax levies, stable school laws, 
co-operative laws, and by all means a 
rest from legislative disturbances, 
threats, intimidations, uncertainties, 
and insidious radicalism. 

Again, there must be stabilization 
of labor, the discouragement of in- 
tolerance, and the congealing influ- 
ences of community service and spirit. 

There is in Georgia today an asso- 
ciation under George T. Bett’s most 
phenomenal guidance, that is doing a 
service in co-operation and in stimu- 
lating activity in balanced agricul- 
ture that is outstanding, It is called 
the Georgia Association. 

These two organizations: “Geor- 
gians, Incorpogated,” and “the Geor- 
gia Association’’—ought to be merged 


There have been a critic or two/into one greater association for the 


development of agriculture and indus- 
try side by side, systematically, one 
dependent upon the other, and both 
dependent upon proper legislation, 
proper tax laws, proper labor condi- 
tions, proper publicity. 

By this means the proper surveys 
can be made to encourage specific 
agricultural activity with its depend- 
ent manufacturing plant to consume 
the raw products, at one place; the 
sume at another; and so on, 

It is not difficult to see the ad- 
vantage of this. 

Then— 

Why not consolidate, with one ex- 
ecutive staff, and fully and independ- 
ently cabinet departments devoted to: 
(1) agricultural development; (2) in- 
dustrial development; (3) _ legisla- 
tion; (4) immigration and labor; (5) 
publicity ? 

And with such an organization, let 
each department prepare its separate 
budget, and let the executive staff 
provide ways and means for supply- 
ing the money to carry on the co- 
ordinated campaigns of these depart- 
nents. 

In the meantime— 

Please understand that all of these 
thoughts are mere suggestions.

A reader is worrying about the 
approaching visit of a friend from an- 
other place who has cancer of the 
stomach, but js unaware of the na- 
ture of the disease. The friend is a 
great one for kissing; our correspond- 
ent fears she may contract cancer, 
for the friend would be offended if 
she declined to kiss. 

Gosh, that brings to mind a dear 
old music teacher who taught three 
or four generations of children, and 
remembered them all. She had a 
way of grabbing you and—well, hon- 
estly, it grew Worse as the years went 
by and finally, I fancy, some of her 
pupils simply had to deny themselves 
the pleasure of paying her a call when 
they happened to be in her vicinity. 
So I can sympathize with the corre- 
spondent who is in imminent danger 
or being kissed by her old friend. 

Just what is there in an innocent 
little kiss between friends? 

No danger of getting cancer that 
way, thank fortune. Cancer is not 
communicable. So our correspondent 
may rest easily about that. 

Duty kisses and formal or ceremo- 
nial kissing ought to be limited strictly 
to the fashion of the ceremonial kiss 
in France. 

It is not only cruel but criminal to 
kiss a baby about the mouth, for this 
operation implants in or upon the 
mouth heaven only knows what strains 
of bacteria and undoubtedly brings to 
many a luckless infant serious disease 
or death. 

There can be no question that many 
cases of so called “colds” are directly 
caused by kissing. The skill and tech- 
nie of the bacteriologist can devise no 
more effective means of conveying the 
germs of the respiratory infections 
called “colds” from one person to an- 
other than a kiss. 

Kissing is a great institution and 
well worth the risks involved under 
proper circumstances. But what a 
tragedy it is to the thoughtless or 
careless girl who temporarily lays 
aside her modesty or self respect and 
submits. to the kiss of some young 
man, say at a party where only “nice” 
people are present, only to learn a 
few weeks later that the “nice” young 
man was diseased. This has happened 
in many cases on record. Disease is 
no respector of caste: contrary to the 
popular notion it often stalke where 
the appearance indicates health. 

In order to forestall the confirmed 
kisser without giving offense, I sug- 
gest a little lie. Refrain from taking 
a kiss, mumbling something about just 
getting over a corvza or a sore throat 
or something and fearing you may 
still harbor the germs.

Baby, aged 6 months, born with a 
club foot. Can foot be straightened?

Answer—Yes; the younger the in- 
fant when the treatment is com- 
menced, the more satisfactory the fi- | 
nal result will be. Club foot igs a/| 
failure in the complete growth or| 
development of the foot. The surgeon 
overcorrects the position of the foot 
and applies a light plaster of paris 
splints to retain it in the overcorrected 
or partly corrected position. This is 
changed at intervals and the foot 
gradually corrected more each time. 

Rub Down. 

What rubdown would yu suggest 
for a boy who partcipates in athletics? 
I have used alcohol rub and a rub 
made by mixing olive oil with winter- 
green oil.—F. P. 

Answer—A_ rubbing is sometimes 
helpful, but it is immaterial what is 
used to rub with—anything that is 
not itself irritating and will prevent 
friction. The olive oil, or any other 
neutral or bland oil, with a little 
champhor in it, or a little wintergreen, 
is all right. 

Taking Care of Cancer Patient. 

TI am taking care of my aunt, who 
has a caneer, Is there any danger of 
eatching it?—S .B. 

Answer—No, cancer ts not commun- 
icable. Ordinary soap and water 
cleanliness will prevent the risk of 
ordinary infection such as may occur 
from any septic discharges,

cups of tea every day. I am inclined 
to be nervous. I am 21 fears old and 
do office woek.—Miss V. 

_Answer—If you were engaged in 
vigorous open air work or play or ath- 
letics you might get away with all that 
stimulantion and experience no harm- 
ful effects. But is seems to me that 
vou are oOverindulging. An excess of 
tea or coffee may cause peevish, ir- 
ritable disposition, or “nervous” ten- 
sion. Would you eat meat six times 
a day, or even potato?

In support’ of this view, conditions 
in the cotton industry are cited. 
Manufacturers are reported to have 
acquired substantial stocks of cot- 
ton at 30 cent level; in addition, they 
have since been forced to increase 
wages. Jobbers and retailers mean- 
while are not confident of their abil- 
ity to command -higher prices and 
their buying has fallen off. Under 
these circumstances the manufacturers 
are reducing their rate of operation 
and are buying less cotton, which 
naturally affects the price of the 
commodity. With the latter some 
three or four cents below the price 
at which manufacturers are carry- 
ing their inventories, the question of 
profits is, of course, very much to 
the fore. 

As to what will happen next there 
is further difference of opinion. Some 
maintain that consumers will not pay 
the higher prices. Such persons nat- 
urally take a bearish view of the 
stock market. Others emphasize the 
point that the wage increases will 
enlarge the purchasing power and ex- 
pect consumers to make their demands 
felt regardless of the higher prices. 
This group also hints at the pessibil- 
ity of a bonus bill with its inflation- | 
ary implications, after the new con- 
gress assembles. Such a “boom” while 
strongly diapproved by economists and 
conservative bankers, would, it is 
claimed, have quite a different effect 
on the stock market, for the time 
being at least.
